A Committee called The Voluntary 
Credit Restraint Committee (composed

The hotel is also reached (as well 
as owned) by the Mt. Washington 
Cog Railway, which climbs straight 
up the west side of the mountain from 
a base station near Fabyan. The first 
railway of its kind in the world, the 
Cog railway was finished in 1869, and 
has operated almost continuously ever 
since. It now has seven specially built 
steam locomotives which pull them- 
selves along a cog rail bolted to the 
cross ties of the road. They run one 
per hour in July and August. The 
schedule during June and September 
is dependent upon the number of visi- 
tors. 

It’s not unusual to board the one-car 
train at the base station under a summer 
sky, and one hour and three and a half 
miles later find yourself in thick fog 
and near-freezing weather. Or the day 
may be so calm that smoke rises straight 
up down below, and a 60 mile wind 
will be howling around the hotel and 
weather observatory at the end of the 
line. All of which just makes it that 
much more exciting to go up Mt. 
Washington, and enhances the beauty 
of the elusive wildflowers in the Alpine 
Garden. 
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Although fewer people go up in 
September, it is perhaps one of the best 
times for any one looking to nature 
for inspiration. The days are shorter, 
but their early-autumn calmness brings 
the mountains closer and makes the 
sunsets and dawns more poignant. You 
can be alone as much as you want to, or 
you can find good companions at 
the Mt. Washington Weather Observa- 
tory right next to the hotel. Scientists 
and technicians live there the year- 
round studying the world’s most un- 
predictable weather. These men seem 
bound there by some strange mountain 
spell fully as much as by profession. 
They may renounce the whole unusual 
life, and return to life on the outside, 
but something lures them back to the 
tortured winters and brief summers. 
Perhaps, as the Indians used to believe, 
Mt. Washington is inhabitated by spirits.

SEPTEMBER 
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Birds flying over high Newfane Hill, 
Vermont, one day in 1825, probably 
chittered with amazement as the small 
village below began to move downhill! 

From the small common could be 
seen 50 townships, and mountains up 
to 80 miles away—Monadnock, Hay- 
stack, Manicknung, Ascutney, Wachu- 
sett, Mt. Tom—‘a broad sea of moun 
tain tops, displaying, in wild disorder, 
ridge above ridge, and peak above 
peak, until the distant view was lost 
among the clouds.’ 
Ed) 

Down from Newfane 
uncoiled a dirt road, miles to the 
valley where West River ran and 
Fayetteville, one of the shire’s neigh 
boring villages, had been settled. And 
as the birds watched overhead, the 
two villages began to merge, for New- 
fane Hill was no more to be the shire, 
and Fayetteville was, and was destined 
to become Newfane 

Building after building was disman- 
tled enough for moving—some to be 
re-erected in toto, others to be in 
corporated in new structures, some to

become only lumber in favor of wholly 
new edifices. 

On Newfane Hill there had been, up 
to 1820, “‘a courthouse, jail, meeting 
house, academy, three stores, two ho- 
tels, a variety of shops . . . and about 
20 private residences . . . As late as 
1860 not a building remained to mark 
the pleasant site of the old shire of 
Windham County 

“Not a building’’—but as the grass 
grew wild on the common and under- 
brush filled the old cellars, stone mark- 
ers were set up, rising ghostlike even 
today where people had once bustled 
in the 17-and early 1800's. A few later 
houses stand here and there along the 
road, but the ghost town feeling pre- 
vails everywhere. You feel sure that 
a little scratching among the wild- 
grown sites would bring to light relics 
of the old village life, perhaps a clay 
pipe or two, or a document, or a lady's 
bonnet. 

One such memento—a grim one—is 
stone marker No. 6, where the last 
public whipping of a woman in Ver- 
mont is said to have occurred. She was 
Mother White of Wardsboro, convicted 
of passing counterfeit money in 1807 
Stripped to the waist and bound to a 
kind of cross, the poor wretch received 
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39 brutal lashes from the High Sheriff 
and his over-vigorous Deputies, while 
a great crowd watched, relishing her 
screams. 


On the lighter side of Newfane Hill's 
early life was the blithe wedding of a 
Major Moses Joy and the Widow Han- 
nah Ward, ia 1789. The late Mr. Ward 
had died insolvent. By a twist of law, 
Major Joy would have had to assume 
his debts if he took possession of any- 
thing purchased by Ward. Here is how 
they got around it: 


“The marriage took place in the old 
Field Mansion on Newfane Hill, Febru- 
ary 22nd, A. D., 1789, and was solemn- 
ized by Rev. Hezekiah Taylor. Mrs. 
Ward placed herself in a closet, with 
a tire-woman, who stripped her of all 
her clothing, and while in a perfectly 
nude state, she thrust her fair, round 
arm through a diamond hole in the 
door of the closet, and the gallant major 
clasped the hand of the nude and buxom

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WHEN THE ROAD WAS YOUNG

One of the busiest highways through 
New England and “‘points east’’ is 
the famous Boston Post Road, Route 
1 to you. It’s a grand road, broad and 
smooth and clearly marked, and breez- 
ing along with the folks you won't have 
many worries. Few lights, plenty of gas 
stations if you didn’t calculate your 
gas, plenty of curb 'unches if the kids 
are hungry. Whistle and sing as much 
as you like, you won't have to do much 
thinking except in traffic 

So perhaps, on a quiet, wooded 
stretch through Rhode Island or Con- 
necticut you can afford to take your 
eyes from the white line just long 
enough to look back some 200 years 
and catch a glimpse of Madam Sarah 
Knight perc hed high a'pillion on horse- 
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back, riding along when the road was 
young. 

In 1704 the Boston Post Road was 
hardly more than a path over an old 
Indian trail. Nobody but the Post 
riders with the mail ventured to ride 
it through the wilderness. It had been 
laid out the year before and called the 


“Queen's Road" after Queen Anne but 


no work had been done on it yet. The 
leisurely surveyors had found a pretty 
white flower new to them along the 
trail; they named it Queen Anne's 
Lace. You can see its hardy descendants 
decorating the summer roadsides still. 

Madam Knight had urgent business 
in New York, something which she 
thought no one could do for her. No 
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woman, and few men had made the 
perilous journey of 251 miles alone, 
but Sarah decided she must go so gather- 
ing her voluminous skirts and her 
courage about her, she went 

Luckily for us, she was not only a 
brave soul, but a woman of unusual 
education—she could read and write 
and she set down in her diary a record 
of her trip. She tells us she started 
about three o'clock on a cold October 
afternoon for Dedham. There she had 
arranged to meet ‘Ye Western Post’’ 
who would act as guide for a space 
further. After tarrying with friends, 
waiting in vain for the Post to show up, 
she determined to find a guide for 
herself at the Dedham Tavern. There 
was a little difficulty in getting anyone 
to go with her. Finally, though his 
family called it madness, one ‘John’ 
was persuaded for “‘half a pass of 
eight and a dram"’ to accompany her 
to Billingses 12 miles beyond where, 
apparently, she had made up her un- 
shakable will she would lodge that 
first night or bust. 


Fortunately John knew the way well; 


the darkness did not disturb him. He 
regaled his doughty employer with 
stories of dangers he had experienced 
on this road as they trotted along, 
especially such dangers as one might 
expect to encounter after nightfall. 
When the Post arrived next morning 
Sarah joined him. That day proved as 
difficult and discouraging as the first 
had been. Passing Provident Ferry early 
in the afternoon they came to a river 
through which, to Sarah's consterna- 
tion, she found she was expected to 
ride her horse. The poor lady could 
not bring herself to Jo this and one 
may imagine the Post’s annoyance at 
having to search till he found a “* Ladd 
and canoo to Cafry me to tother side 
and he rid thro’ and Led my hors.” 
Timidity was not natural to Sarah 
and her true nature soon asserted itself. 
The next time they came to a river 
she rode bravely through it on her 
horse. There being no ‘Ladd’ or 
‘“‘canoo”’ available she had to, really, 
for it was the Post's duty to ride on

narrow and they were soon safely over 
it. This brought them to the terrifying 
Narragansett country 

Madam Knight had heard tales a- 
plenty of the Narragansett Indians, 
but either the beauty of the scene or 
her naturally poetic tendencies came 
to her aid and tempered her fears. She 
wrote that as night approached “the 
glorious luminary with his swift cours- 
ers arrived. The only glimmering we 
had now was from spangled skies 
whose imperfect reflection reduced every 
object formidable."’ But, the hours 
wore on uneventfully as she and the 
Post rode along —* Being thus agreeably 
entertained without a thought of any- 
thing but thoughts themselves.’’ When 
the musical notes of the horn announced 
his arrival at the Inn, she thought it 
was the most welcome sound she had 
ever heard. So ended the second day's 
journey. 

That night at Haven’s Tavern in 
what is now North Kingston, Madam 
Knight slept in a clean, comfortable 
house, having dined on “‘Chocolett 
made with milk ina little brass Kettle.”’ 
Her bed was ‘“‘pretty hard yet neet 
and handsom.’’ Even so, it not 
all our Bostonian could wish for. In 
the next room where punch was flowing 
freely among some fellow travelers, a 
political argument arose which waxed 
long and furious, as political arguments 
have a way of doing to this day. Sleep 
was impossible. Madam Knight left 
her Sho fase bed and complained very 
effectively to the management. The 
conversation at midnight stopped. She 
slept. 

After riding 22 miles the third day 
over a road that she says was stoney 
and uneven, Sarah and her companion 
came to Stonington—well named, no 
doubt. Here a most unaccommodating 
landlord refused to give her either food 
or shelter. No reason—he just didn't 
choose to—and being a New Englander,

that was that. Sarah and her guide, 
tired and hungry, were obliged to 
journey on to Saxton’s before they 
could get refreshment of any sort. 
From Saxton's they were able to reach 
the New London Ferry. *‘By reason 
of a high wind’ the crossing was 
difficult, but they made it. 

In New London Madam Knight rested 
and enjoyed the gracious hospitality 
of the Reverend Gurden Saltonstall. 
As guides to a lady unaccustomed to 
rough roads and hard riding the Post 
riders had proven none too satisfactory. 
Kind Mr. Saltonstall procured a young 
Mr. Joshua Wheeler of the town to 
aid Madam Knight along the rest of 
the way to New Haven. One gathers 
that the first glow of excitement on 
the trip had ebbed just a bit, for now 
again Sarah, who usually took the 
the bad with the good in a fair temper, 
complains disgustedly of the road. It 
was very bad all the way and “‘In- 
cumbered with Rocks and moun- 
tainous passages’ which were 


‘Disagreeable to my tired carcass.”’ 


Mr. Wheeler, it seems, was 
in a hurry to return to New London. 
He gave her tired carcass no rest and 
made her go briskly on to Saybrook in 
spite of the bad road. Here they halted 
at an Inn to “bait themselves and the 
horses.”’ The mutton, however, that 
was served to them was more than the 
nervous Mr. Wheeler could stomach. 
He bade Sarah not to eat it and hurried 
her on, supperless, to Killingsworth 
where they were “‘treated tolerably 
well.”’ 


Besides, 


At last, after these discomforts, not 
to say privations, Sarah Knight came 
to rest at New Haven. She was too 
worn out to go further, her business 
in New York would have to wait a 
little. In New Haven Madam Knight 
was entertained extensively. The visit 
proved interesting and diverting, and 
not unfruitful, for later Governor Liv- 
ingston, the chief figure of the town, 
after the death of his first wife, married 
Sarah's daughter Elizabeth. Being 
‘well recruited’’ after this pleasant in- 
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terlude, Sarah girded on her armor 
anew and in company with a New 
Haven kinsman and a young man whom 
she engaged to wait upon her when she 
should reach New York, she was off 
again. 

The Boston Post Road of 1704 went 
by way of the Long Island shore 
Leaving Norwalk, or North Walk as 
the Indians called it, the little party has- 
tened toward Rye. As Madam Knight 
and her companions approached Rye 
they ran into more trouble. None of 
the trip thus far had been easy going, 
but at least, she had been able to keep 
to her horse. Now the travelers had to 
walk their horses ‘“‘neer a mile up a 
prodigious high hill.’’ That difficulty 
conquered and with Rye at their backs, 
Madam Knight felt practically in New 
York. When they were finally settled 
there her young escort showed her all 
the sights. Sarah didn’t think much 
of the town burt still, she was glad to 
see it. At last, the mysterious business 
was concluded to her satisfaction and 
Sarah had to turn her steps Bostonward 
again. She had left home not knowing 
what the road held in store for her. This 
time there was no blissful ignorance to 
ease the way 

Five months from that cold October 
day in which she had set out Madam 
Knight was home again. Many kind 
friends and relatives were there to 
welcome her when she finally arrived 
Many more flocked to hear the story 
of her adventures. No doubt she gave 
them an earful. Perhaps too many 
people asked her questions; perhaps, 
being a woman of action, she just got 
bored in the telling of what was over 
and done with At any rate, she 
scribbled a little verse on her window- 
pane so that anyone who wished might 
read and be satisfied: 

Now I've returned to Sarah Knights, 

Through many toils and many frights 

Over great rocks and many stones

A Fair Hill Tale 

One May when Captain Fletcher 
was commanding officer of the Fair 
Hill militia, there came along a snow- 
storm the very nrght before training 
day. It didn’t amount to much as a 
snow. Around the middle of the night 
it turned to rain, and by morning it 
had stopped altogether. The skies were 
still a mite heavy, but it was pretty 
certain that the weather would clear 
up by noontime.

But some of those dad-dratted men of 
his must have got the order wrong, he 
figured, for just as he got past the 
group of women and young ones, he 
was pretty sure he heard tittering. 

‘‘About face!’’ he shouted, and as 
one man the ranks wheeled around. 
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He kept his eyes glued right on their 
backs while he stalked along behind 
them,but he couldn't see that they were 
doing one thing wrong. They were 
keeping in step well, and were marching 
along in good shape. All the same, 
there were those stifled giggles again 
as he got past the onlookers. Fletcher's 
cheeks darkened. *‘ Fool womenfolks!"’ 
he muttered under his breath, changing 
his original tune. He didn't see anything 
so hilarious about military practice 
Well, he wouldn't let it get him. Per- 
haps they were snickering at the sloppy 
get-ups on the volunteers. That thought 
made him feel a little better 

Once more he faced the company 
forward, and struck off ahead of them. 
But now, for the first time, he got the 
idea that all was not quite as it should 
be with him. He could feel a kind of 
vague but steady slapping against the 
entire backs of his legs; and then a 
suspicious dampness began to come 
through, right to his skin, up the whole 
back of his breeches.

Ricuarp D. Esres With all of us so governed by time 
waking up to an alarm, eye on the 
clock at breakfast, and to work by a 
certain hour, lunch, supper, bed 
time, the complete cycle every 24 
hours, year in, year out till it seems 
we have enslaved ourselves to a tyrant 
wouldn't you expect a clockmaker to 
be bitterest of all? Shouldn't he be most 
nervous, most irritable, most like the 
machine he manufactures, precisely regu- 
lated to the sweep of time? 

But Howard Beehler, Dean of 
the Bulova School of Watchmaking, and 
maker of the Timemaster Clock, isn't 
He is as serene and timeless as his 
home, Great Chebeague Island, in Casco 
Bay off the Portland, Me., shore. In 
spite of snowy hair and several grand- 
children to reveal his age in years, he 
is young, agile, and his eyes are the 
clear blue of a young man's.

Like Con- 
fucius, he must know that by sub- 
mitting to the inevitable, one may be

Now undoubtedly there is more to 
Mr. Bechler's tranquil manner than 
we have suggested. He has worked 
long and hard many years in several 
watch companies, and still is working 
on Chebeague Island, along with his 
son-in-law, Joel Black, to manufacture 
the Timermaster Clock and awaken the 
public to its possibilities. It is an edu- 
cational clock, the first in this country, 
and offers a good chance for the layman 
to become familiar with the mechanics 
of timekeeping. Anybody with normal 
dexterity between the ages of eight and 
80 can assemble the clock simply 
by following the instructions. The 
assembled product is an eight-day pen- 
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opportunity to create something with 
one’s hands is often scarce. 

“The majority of buyers,"’ he says, 
“have been doctors and lawyers, suc- 
cessful people in high positions." 

Mr. Bechler's has ion a distin- 


guished career in the horological world. 


He worked for Hamilton for over 
20 years, joined Bulova in 1943, 
and laid the cornerstone for the Bulova 
School in 1944. Its motto, as prepared 
by Mr. Bechler and inscribed on the 
cornerstone is “to serve those who 
served us."’ Only 70% disability vet- 
erams were accepted in the school, 
where they learned under patient teach- 
ing and with the best of equipment, the 
intricate art of watchmaking. 

From 1941-'46 Bechler was president 
of the Horological Institute of America, 
and is still active in this organization.

In 1945, when Joel Black resigned his 


commission as Lieut. Commander in 
the Navy, the two of them sat down 
to discover how they could make a 
living on the island. Naturally enough 
they hit on clockmaking, found a 
location, moved in machinery and 
started in. 

Black is a graduate engineer, and 
under Mr. Beehler’s tutelage, has turned 
into a first-class clockmaker. Up to 
date they have produced over 1000 
clocks. But they're nwt rushing 
things, or undertaking any large-scale 
sales promotion. Both feel this would 
be premature. Meanwhile, they are 
leading happy and busy lives on the 
island. 

While Messrs. Beehler and Black are 
busy keeping track of time, no one 
else on Chebeague seems to notice. 
The hours and days telescope in a 
timeless way of life. Boats from Port- 
land and Falmouth Foreside come and 
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go, bringing tourist excursions and 
commuting islanders. Fishing boats, 
signifying the island's chief industry, 
go outside the islands to hunt tuna, 
make sets for lobster, mackerel and 
sardine, and drag for whiting, rose fish 
and flounder. The only time for the 
fishermen is when the fish are running. 

And Mr. Bechler goes fishing, too, 
with another son-in-law, Calvin Dyer. 
The Dyer family, consisting of three 
brothers and their children, account 
for 80 per cent of the mackerel 
caught in Casco Bay. His sharing of 
their healthy but hard work probably 
accounts for a part of Mr. Bechler's 
vigor and youngness. 

A success in his chosen field, and 
still very active, with years ahead of 
him and daughters, sons-in law and 
grandchildren to help and live near, 
Mr. Bechler seems to have found, like 
Chebeague itself, the secret of accepting
